Suit to prevent the construction of 
the proposed negro summer garden at 
Union and Labadie avenues was filed 
in the Circuit Court Tuesday by T. 5S.

“The people ought to take the same 
interest in public affairs that they do in 
their private business affairs,’’ he con- 
tinued. ‘“‘They do not seem to appreci- 
ate the close connection between the in- 
terests of the municipality and their 
own interests. They do not realize that 
the more businesslike the methods em- 
ployed in the city the greater good, 
profit and enjoyment will be theirs. 
“There are citizens who, instead of 
encouraging officials to do their full 
duty ask them to aid private interests. 
‘The increasing tendency to independ- 
ent voting in municipal elections is en- 
couraging. It offers probably the best 
solution of the problem I have outlined 
by forcing the great parties to nominate 
the most desirable men for office. 


Should Fight Combinations, 


‘I belleve the cities have not yet 
reached the stage where they cah sut- 
cessfully manage _ street railways. I 
question the advisability of a municipal- 
ity entering the public utility business 
at all, except where it is moved 
by sanitary considerations. I _ be- 
lieve cities should own and manage their 
own waterworks, not because of possi- 
ble financial advantage but because of 
its interest in the public health. 

“IT think municipalities should not en- 
gage in competition with citizens for 
lighting, railway, telephone or other 
public utility privileges. 

“T think a municipality should protect 
itself against combinations by such com- 
panies and hold itself in readiness to 
start competition to defeat such a move. 
“During my administration an electric 
lighting plant was installed in the City 
Hall and another at the Insane Asy- 
lum. They were not installed purely 
to furnish light, but to encourage com- 
petition. The result has been that these 
plants have cut down the cost of the 
city’s lighting per lamp enormously. 
“That illustrates my municipal own- 
ership idea. I believe in it when it re- 
sults in financial advantage to the city.”

Divorce litigation is on 
the increase, while other litigation is on 
the decrease. 

For the June term of court there have 
been 39 more divogce suits filed than 
for the June term of last year and 101 
less of other kinds of suits than were 
filed for the June term of 1906. 

The April term was worse than that. 
It showed an increase of 65 divorce casex 
over the April term of last year and a 
decrease of 262 in other kinds of cases. 

For the present June term 261 divorce 
cases have been filed. For the June term 
a year ago the number was 222. For 
the present term the number of other 
suits is 447 and for the last June term 
it was 548. : 

For the April term this year the di- 
vorce suits were 237 and for the April 
term last year 172. The other suits for 
the April term this year were 561 and 
for last year 823. 

While the Courthouse _ statistician 
thinks that these things may be ac- 
counted for to some extent by current 
conditions, he is compelled to admit 
that the books show a gradual increase 
in divorce litigation, which constitutes 
now nearly a third of the business of the 
civil courts. 

Of the divorce suits filed, only a ver 
small percentage are contested by the 
defendants. Although the great ma- 
jority of the defendants are residents, 
they manifest their indifference or de- 
sire for freedom by paying no atten- 
tion to the service obtained upon them, 
unless there is danger of alimony being 
allowed. 

Most of the cases are accordingly set 
down for trial on default days and even 
many of the cases fn which an answer 
is filed often turn out to be defaults 
when they are called for trial, the de- 
fendant having undergone a change & 
mind about contesting.

UNION TERMINALS 


Mayor Beardsley Is in St. Louis In- 
vestigating Railroad Con- 
ditions. 


Mr. H. M. Beardsley, Mayor of Kan- 
sas City, arrived in St. Louis Monday 
and spent most of the forenoon with 
Albert T. Perkins, adviser to the Mu- 
nicipal Bridge and Terminals Commis- 
sion. This is the second visit Mayor 
Beardsley has recently paid this city 
in the interest of Kansas City mer- 
chants. 


“We have two belt lines now,’ said 
Mayor Beardsley in explaining the 
freight situation in his city, ‘but only 
a few lines are interested in them. Ten 
of our roads have finally gotten togeth- 
er on a union depot proposition, but it 
is to be @ passenger depot. 

“We need that and we also need union 
freight depots. ‘she most they are to 
give us in the way of better shipping 
and freight receiving facilities if the 
present plans are carried out are four 
central depots for less than car load 
lots and additional team trackage, the 
switching to be at reasonable rates. 

“I thought that satisfactory at first, 
but when I learned how much better 
St. Louis’ union terminal facilities are 
I decided that the Kansas City roads 
should do more than merely give our 
merchants and manufacturers four de- 

_— for freight in less than car load 
ots. 

“f told the railroad companies when 
they proposed to issue bonds in the 
sum of $50,000,000 and spend $20,000,000 on 
union terminals, that they ought to 
spend the other $30,000,wv on improving 
our freight handling service. They want 
a franchise for at least twe hundred 
years, but under our city charter we 
cannot grant them a charter for more 
than thirty years without first submit- 
ting it to a vote of the people. 

“I am opposed to the proposition as 
it now stands and if it is voted down 
we can, I believe, get better terms from 
the companies. We ought to have a 
system of union freight terminals 
something like yours in St. Louis. If 
we can’t get as much as your shippers 
have we can, at least, get more than 
our roads are now willing to give us.’’ 

Mayor Beardsley says that the Kan- 
sas City merchants and manufacturers 
are opposed to the proposition of the 
railroads as it stands at present, and 
will not be satisfied until the roads 
give them union freight terminals.

NATURALIZED JAP DECLARES 
HE WOULD FIGHT HIS MIKADO 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, July 9—That_ th 


United State and Japan will take up 
arms within a year as the result of the 
anti-exclusion clause in the imigration 
bill passed at the last session of Con- 
gress, is the opinion of Dr. Hasaji Mi- 
yakawa, the only Japanese lawyer ever 
admitted to the American bar, who dur- 
ing the China-Japanese War was official 
interpreter for Generals Oyama and 
Kuroki in the Japanese Army. 

Dr. Miyakawa’‘ believes the real mis- 
chief-makers, those who are widening 
the breach between the two nations, are 
some of the subjects of the Mikado, 
who reside on the Pacific Coast. 

“Some more serious excuse must be 
found before war is declared by either 
nation,”’ he said. “But at the bottom 
of the whole trouble will be found the 
exclusion of the coolie laborers from 
continental United States. I fear that 
when the American fleet has reached 
the Pacific, the politicians now schem-/| 
ing to overthrow the present Ministry 
in Japan will find some way to bring 
about a serious clash in San Francisco, 
which will result in the killing of Jap- 
anese subjects. This will light the fuse 
which will terminate in the greatest 
naval battle the world has ever seen.

“This milk keeps her blood cool, and 
now that the summer complaint is bet- 
ter, and her fever going away, I know 
She will get well. This morning she 
seemed to feel quite weil, and laughed 
at me, and noticed the other children. 
But this terrible heat is enough to make 
strong grown people sick, to say noth- 
ing of a poor, little, weak, sick baby. 
And then, there is no place to get any 
breéze here, unless we sit here in the 
draft. The walls get hot in the morn- 
ing and stay hot like.an oven all day. 
They don’t even get cooled off at night. 

“I don't see what would become of us 
poor people’s babies if it wasn’t for 
you kind, charitable folks. I know 
this baby would have been dead if !t 
hadn’t been for the milk. The doctor 
said she would never have got so bad 
if we had had the milk sooner. But she 
is so much better than she was that I 
am sure she will soon be well. She was 
just starving to death before. We poor 
people are certainly grateful to you, for 
we love our babies just as much as the 
rich people do.” 

Are you going to let them die, these 
heipless little tenement babies, when a 
little help from you will save them? 
If everybody would wake up and give 
over so little, how easy it would be to 
carry on the work. Everyone thinks: 
“Oh, somebody else will help them. I 
couldn't do enough to amount to much.” 
But the man that you think is helping 
us thinks you help. So wake up, good 
people; now is the time to help.

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Putting into war armaments the money needed 
for business enterprises is the limit of stupidity. 
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THE CRIME OF JINGOISM. 

The population of Japan is less than 48,000,000. 
The population of the United States is nearly 
85,000,000. 

The debt of Japan—taking the 
year-book figures throughout to insure uniform- 


ity of comparson—is about $935,000,000. ‘The net 


debt of the United States is $964,000,000. Japan 
is paying from 4 to 6 per cent interest on its for- 
eign loans and from 5 to 7 per cent on its internal 
loans. One-fourth of the debt of the United 
States is at 4 per cent and the rest at 2 and 3 
per cent. Japan’s revenue is less than $250,000,- 
000, while thé revenue of the United States is 
$762,000,000.  Japan’s total imports and exports 
for 1905-1906 were only $420,000,000, while those 
of the United States were nearly $3,000,000,000. 

. Against 20 first-class modern American battle- 
ships Japan has only 10. Against our eight first- 
Class and five second-class armored cruisers, 
Japan has nine. Against our 19 protected cruis- 
ers Japan has 17. In effective fighting force the 
American superjority is vastly preponderant. 
This fact is known to every Japanese statesman, 
and to every intelligent Japanese citizen. Yet the 
American jingoes are,asking us to believe that 
Japan, in some fashion or another, is secretly 
menacing the peace of the United States. 

The plain and obvious truth is that Japan is 
.. ,exhausted financially. That her population is 

struggling under burdens imposed by the war 

. With Russia, and that her resources are so far 

‘Mferlor to those of the United States that no 
responsible Japanese statesman would think of 
war except as a last resort. 

. Then what is this jingo demonstration about 
and why is the North Atlantic fleet to be sent to 
the Pacific? > 

Mr. Roosevelt's handling of our Japanese re- 
lations has been a tragetly of errors. He meddle. 
-With the San Francisco School question, which 
was a matter for the Supreme Court, not for the 
President and’Congress. He harangued Congress 
-and demanded citizenship for the Japanese. 
‘He ended by holding a conference with May- 
- Or Schmitz, then an indicted and now a 
~@onvicted boodler, and by framing a treaty 
under which, if the Japanese Government ratifies 
it, Japanese laborers can be excluded from the 
United States. 

Following the Japanese protest against the de- 
struction of Japanese property by San Francisco 
hooligans, mysterious reports began to circu- 
late about a naval demonstration. After Mr. 
: Roosevelt's denials and-evasions had aroused 
' public’ concern it was officially announced. by 
Secretary Metcalf that the battleships of the 
North Atlantic fleet were to be sent around to 


California. One excuse after another was pre-| 


sented, until it is finally stated that the President 
desired to show the world how quickly the navy 
could be shifted from one ocean to another—as 
if every naval expert, from London to Tokio, 
could not estimate the time within forty-eight 
hours. 

The net result of it all is to further inflame 
the midsummer madness of jingoism. No mat- 
ter how innocent the mission of the fleet, nobody 
will now believe that it is not directly connected 
with the Japanese differences. The American 
'. Jingoes will become more vociferous; the Japa- 
nese jingoes will not be intimidated by this dis- 
play of force; one set of sensation mongers will 
react on the emotions of the other, and the diffi- 
culties of maintaining friendly relations between 
the two countries will be enormously inereased. 

The American jingo pretense that Japanese jin- 
goes will be impressed by this display of force is 
not even good nonsense. The Spanish mobs were 
not impressed by the American superiority of 
sea power while American jingoes were manufac- 
turing a war that the Spanish Government did 
its utmost to prevent. The Boers were not in- 
timidated by England’s military and naval re- 
sources wiliile British jingoism was forcing hos- 
tilities. Neither will Japanese jingoism be over- 
awed by American jingoism. 

Mr. Roosevelt has blundered enough. If he is 
playing politics, it is very dangerous politics. If 
he is seeking to rehabilitate administration influ- 
ence in California politics, he is buying sand lots 
popularity at a tremendous price. If he is trying 
to influence the next Republican national conven- 
tion, we urge him to return to his sober senses. 
. 't is a sorry role for the statesman to play who 
justly earned the Nobel peace prize.

The Post-Dispatch is ‘endeavoring to do good 
public service by persistently probing into the 
mystery of the explo ion in mine No. 17 at Col- 
linsville, Ill., when August wenetti and Louis 
Cologna were killed. The ‘evidence points to a 
crime. While a newspaper.can do good work in 
obtaining information, to make the investigation 
effective in the punishment of the guilty, the ac- 


essary. The authorities of St. Clair County 
should bestir themselves in prosecuting the in- 
quiry and bringing it to a successful determina- 
tion. Facts of importance bearing on the crime 
were published Monday. These facts should be 
followed with vigorous action. A crime of this 
sort cannot be passed over without the right kini 
of a conclusion, which is punishment of the man 
guilty of accomplishing the crime. 
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THE ONLY REAL PUNISHMENT. 

Apart from the information which Fedtral at- 
torneys think will enable them to break up the 
Standard Oil Trust, the most interesting infor- 
mation gleaned from John D. Rockefeller and 
his associates by Judge Landis concerned the 
enormous profits of the Standard Oil business. 
Within three years, while paying 40 per cent 
dividends on about $100,000,000 of stock, the net 
earnings of the Standard Oil Co. reached in one 
year $81,300,000, in another $61,500,000 and in 
another a little over $57,000,000. Of course, the 
capital does not in any sense represent the real 
value of the properties—at least their earning 
capacity. It was shown also that the stockhold- 
ers of the Standard Oil Co. owned a very large 
proportion of the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, 
which is a subsidiary branch of the original 
New Jersey company; that it owned a- majority 
of the stock of the Union Tank Line. In the 
Missouri case it was shown that the Standard 
Oil Co. or its stockholders held a majority of 
the stock of the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. and of 
the Republic Oil Co. The inquiry at Chicago 
did not go beyond the two subsidiary companies 
mentioned; but from the disclosures there given 
the enormous wealth and power of the men 
owning the Standard Oil Co. may be imagined. 

This« brings us to the crux of the question 
now under consideration by Judge Landis. Doubt- 
less any heavy fine, certainly the maximum fine 
of $29,000,000, which Judge Landis may impose— 
would hurt the owners of the Standard Oil Co. 
and its subsidiary companies. But would it be 
a real punishment? If the fine could be made 
to stick to the Oil Trust, the punishment would 
have some bite to it. But will it stick? The 
wealth of the Standard Oil Co. comes largelsx 
from its monopoly power to charge what it 
pleases, at least in large sections of the country 
where competition has been frozen out. With 
this power to charge, the fine would swiftly 
be transferred to the consuming public. In 
short, a small advance in the price of oil would 
quickly bring -it back into the coffers of the 
company. The public will pay the fine of this 
company, as it will pay the fines of every cor- 
poration having similar power to charge. 

Punishing by fine enormously wealthy and 
powerful corporations which enjoy practical mo- 
nopoly does not punish the corporations. It 
punishes the people. The only real punishment 
is that which falls on the individual violating 
the law. Prosecution under criminal laws which 
punish the guilty person is the only effective 
method to check the illegal acts of corporate 
management. 
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Undoubtedly, the biggest Indian in the United 
States is Old-Man-Ahead-of-the-Game Rockefeller. 
He has the scalp of every man who ever tried to 
compete with him. 


BITTER CHARITY. 

The pathos of the phrase, “over the hills to the 
Poorhouse,” is emphasized with new significance 
by the ‘facts concerning the conditions of coun- 
ty almshouses which the Post-Dispatch is publish- 
ing. The report of the Rev. James N. Crutcher of 
Chillicothe, member of the State Board of Chari- 
ties, in conjunction with the report of the staff 
correspondent. of the Post-Dispatch, show that 
horrible conditions exist in some, at least, of 
the county poorhouses. 

Last Sunday the reports disclosed the conditions 
of the poorhouses in Audrain and Linn counties. 
It is unnecessary to differentiate between the 
two. In both the insane, the weak-minded, the 
crippled and the paupers ‘were herded together in 
filth. Without any of the comforts of home, 
without reading matter or kindly attention with- 
in or from without, the inmates dragged out 
wretched lives. There is no special provision for 
the care or education of children. Thé® bitter- 
ness of this sort of charity is summed up in a 
question of a County Judge of Audrain County, 
who said: “Don’t we feed ’em?” 

These Poorhouse conditions reflect upon the 
civilization of the State. They are not in har- 
mony with the humane sentiment which the 
masses of the people have. They arise from a 
bad system of farming out unfortunates and 
from mere neglect. The people of the counties 
should change this promptly. They should insist 
that proper provision be made for their wards. 
No strong, healthy child should ever be reared 
in a Poorhouse, and the weak and blind ehildren 
should be sent to institutions where they may 
be educated.

‘swimmers have been undersized men. 


There should be absolutely no fear of 
Swim- 


ming is a — accomplishment and 
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form of locomption. Even the four-foot- 
ed animals have this natural ability, 
for even the first time they are thrown 
“mto the water for a few moments they 
Can swim some distance. With no fear 
of being under the water for a few 
moments, the first lesson is learned. 
One important point to remember is 
to keep every muscle relaxed when in 
the water. It is when muscles are stif- 
fened that cramps are most likely to 
attack the swimmer. There is no mpre 
‘necessity. for cramping the muscles in 
strying to learn to swim than there is 
in learning to walk. It is well, too, to 
remember that fundamental principle 
_of treading properly—inhale through the 
mouth and exhale through the nose. 
The three best and.most useful strokes 
for all-around swimming are the breast, 
trudgeon or double overarm and the 
Australian crawl, which is the fastest 
known for sprinting. These should be 
*learned in the order named; and it is 
best to thoroughly acquire each before 
trying to learn the others, or at least 
to gain the fundamental and practical 
‘knowledge of them as one goes along. 
~ Matural ability will govern in the 
‘time required to learn these strokes, 
and, while one may learn’ = something 
‘from ordinary swimmers at the seaside,

It is 
palms out when you fling your arms 
forward, obliquely when sweeping the 
palms back and verticaHy in bringing 
them up to the breast position. This 
offers less resistance to the water and 
you move ahead with more speed. 

Don’t get discouraged that you can- 
not swim far and particularly fast. In 
my own case while I took a dozen les- 


‘sons when 12 years of age it was not 


until the fall of 1903 that I gained any 
prominence as a speed swimmer. Then 
suddenly and within three months my 
speed increased from im. lds. fer 1” 
yards to lm.

C., at which the date and place for hold- 
ing the annual track and field cham- 
pionships of the division will be decided 
upon, 

Last season there was quite a conflict 
as to who should secure the champion- 
ships. The Kansas City A. C. tried to 
secure the meet for that city, the the 
Triple A Club was finally awarded the 
right to hold the events at League Park 
on Labor Day, on the provision that a 
portion of the gate receipts were to be 
turned over to the A. A. U. 

Owing to other attractions, the ath- 
letic meet did not prove a success in 
point of attendance. On account of the 
sloping ground at League Park several 
records which were established could 
not be allowed which settled the ath- 
letes. The Kansas City A. C. did not 
send a team and as a result the Missouri 
A. C. had practically no competition for 
the championship banner. 

Want K. C. Men, 

This season in all probability the W. 
A. A. U. will once again take charge of 
the meet, and strong efforts will be 
made to induce the Kansas City ath- 
letegs to enter. If the wearers of the 
blue diamonds should come to St. Louis 
for the meet it would prove very in- 
teresting, as the Kansas City men de- 
feated the Missouri A. C. track team at 
Kansas City two years ago and the 
Kansas City team Is still a strong one. 

.ie main difficulty in regard to the 
championship seems to be to secure a 
suitable place to hold the meet. The 
Stadium and C. B. C. campus have the 
only two cinder tracks in St. Louis. 
The Stadium cannot be rented owing 
to an agreement under which Washing- 
ton University received the field. Be- 
sides the Stadium is too far from the 
street car lines to hope to draw out a 
crowd. It seems certain, therefore that 
the W. A. A. U. events will be de- 
cided at C. B. C. The meeting Satur- 
day will be called to order at 1 u. m. 

Big Attendance Expected. 

Because of the question as to whether 
the privilege of holding the champion- 
ships are to be either awarded to a 
club or W. A. A. U. will itself run off 
the evens it is expected that a full at- 
tendance of the governors can be 
counted on. The general idea seems to 
be that the championships will be held 
about the miadle of September.

‘Buzzards as Spies High Over 


Head and Cardinals Carry 
the Commands. 





The second great battle has been 
fought at Hop Hollow. near Alton, and 
millions of locusts have perished before 
the greatest bird army ever assembied, 
and the wild songbirds and other for- 
est dwellers that survived the first great 
conflict with the insects three weeks 


ago have regained their wood'and 


homes. 

The great floor of the forest battle- 
field is strewn with the insect enemy 
exterminated in a single day. 

The return of the wild birds has lifted 
the veil of forest gloom; the giant oaks 
have recovered from a listless poise; the 
sluggish woodland streams run faster, 
and the tiny forest waterfalls drip 
steadily again. 

Two months ago millions of locusts, 
known as the 17-year-old variety, settled 
in Hop Hollow on the Mississippi River 


above Alton and took possession of the 
forest. In a battle that lasted for two 
weeks most of the forest songsters were 
annihilated by the insect horde, and the 
survivors hastened to neighboring for- 
ests to reinforce their shattered forces 
and regain their homes. 


Week for Army to Gather. 


Almost a week was required for the 
vast multitude of feathered warriors 
to gather from distant forests. glades 
and dales. The forest call for volun- 
teers to help the defeated songsters of 
Hop Hollow rewin their homes was 
echoed and re-echoed from forest to 
forest. 

The sparrows deserted the city streets 
and winged hastily to the scene of the 
forest battle. Every day great troops 
of bird warriors would arrive and quar- 
ter themselves in neighboring hollows 
to await the great battle day. 

The vigilant buzzards floating easily 
at dizzy heights acted as spys of the 
activities of the great locust horde. The 
brave bluejays, the firce fighting cross- 
beak and the bright-coated cardinal as- 
sumed command of the feathered war- 
riors and arranged them in battalions 
of thousands. 

The battle began early Sunday. The 
red sun appeared just in time to review 
the plumaged host before the battle. 


Cardiaals Give Signal, 

The shrill command of the red car- 
dinal to his little warriors could be 
heard as he flitted from tree to tree. 
The red crested crossbeak flew swift- 
ly from one command to the other to 
deliver the messages of the comnuiand- 
er-in-chief, the bluejay. 

When the battle call was sounded 
the great bird army, clad in a thou- 
sand gorgeously plumaged uniforms, 
rose from the neighborirg forests and 
flew swiftly to Hop Hollow, where they 
were to fight to win back the homes of 
the defeated songster. 

The great clod of birds descended 
upon the Hollow, obscuring the heavens 
and throwing the forest into darkness. 

The dormant locusts, not expecting 
the sudden attack, were slain by the 
millions. The onslaught was flerce and 
the din of the forest battle was deafen- 
ing. 

Thousands of the sweet songsters, fa- 
tally stung, fell shrieking to the 
ground. 

Make Gaps in Enemy. 

But the birds were countless in num- 
bers and they made great gaping holes 
in the ranks of the insects. The forest 
singers fought with the zeal of warriors 
fighting for their homes and at the end 
of the day the great army of locusts 
had almost been annihilated. 

At night the bright stars lighted the 
forest battlefield and the conflict did 
not end until every insect in the hollow 
was crushed lifeless. 

Today the great bird army, having 


won the victory for their woodland com- |} 


rades, is disbanding and the little war- 
riors are returning to their distant 
homes. 

Every minute a troop of distant forest 
singers are seen to leave the hollow and 
fly rapidly across the prairies on the 
way to their homes. 

Many bands of the feathered war- 
riors returned greatly diminished in 
numberaj. The birds which formerly 
had their homes in Hop Hollow are re- 
building their homes and restoring the 
forest to its natural beauty.
